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INTRODUCTION 



The Nurse Training Act of 1964 (Public Law 88-581) 
provides Federal aid both to students and to schools of nurs- 
ing for the purpose of producing larger numbers of qualified 
nurses. The project grants provision of the Nurse Training 
Act authorizes funds to help schools of nursing meet the 
additional costs of projects designed to improve, strengthen, 
or expand nursing education programs. 

Responding to requests from schools of nursing and others 
interested in improving nursing education programs, the 
Division of Nursing of the U.S. Public Health Service in 
August 1966 issued a summary listing of the projects funded 
from, the start of the program in June 1965_ through July 
1966. The current list includes projects funded" through June 
1968. The intent is to notify schools of nursing about the 
kinds of projects being funded and to enable the schools to 
share information about project results. A more comprehen- 
sive review of the projects may be obtained by writing to 
the sponsoring schools. 

Information about the awarding of grants and the procedure 
for applying to receive a grant award is contained in Public 
Health Service Publication No. 1154-2 (“Project Grants for 
Improvement in Nurse Training”) available from the Division 
of Nursing.
